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Surrounded by a sheriff's posse com- \ 
posed of twenty-five men, armed with 
ehotfcuna. and finding lesistance 
less befoie such ovewhelming 
Mack Jones, colored, charged 
the muredyr cf Murray Jones, 
colored, Tuesday afternoon, surren- 
dered to the authorities aftnr employ- 
ing clever tactics to effect his escaiie 
from the cornfield on the farm of Mr. 
Hal Woodford, on the Winchester pike 
at the edse of.towD, in which he had 
concealed kimielf foUdviat the kill- 
ing. 

The information coicerning the lo- 
cation of Jones was obtained through 
the capture of a colored koy who had 
I been carrying meals to the negro in 
the field. The boy was taken into cus- 
tody by Deputy Sheriff J. 0. Marshall, 
after he had reeeived information that 
the boy was seen to enter thp field 
from the negro suburb, of Claysville. 
At tint he denied any knowledge of 
the wbereaboats of the fugitive, but 
later seave the offices tte desired .in- 
formation and tbe posae was imme- 
diatelf farmed and a ttrong guard 
thrown aioond the ield to perveat his 
escape. 

The offieen sent for the bloodhounds 
of Cautain Mollikin, in Lexington, and 
It was their intention to turn them 
into the field, but the nego was taken 
before the arrival of the dogs. Jones 
was said to be heavily armed and it 
was reported that he had said he 
would not surrender without a battle. 
When taken into custody he was with- 
out a wcaoon. 

Sh'^rtly after the arrival of a num- 
ber of the posse, Jones, seeing himseit 
in a dangerous position, perhaps 
thoucht escape would be better than a 
battle and was evidently concealed in 
the corn a short distance from the 
road, when the men arrived. Station- 
ing themselves on the west side of the 
cornfield, some distance apart, a close 
watch was kept by the members of 
the posse and the negro, thinking, per- 
haps, therejwas no guard in the road, 
made an attempt to ecsape. which 
would have been successful had no 
Deputy Sheriff Ernest Martin with an 
antomobile containins leveral armed 
men, put in his appearance >tha mo- 
ment the nagro nuida the dash for the 
road. 

The aaen in the aaUNnobila inw the 
moveaant, and the iiegre took refuge 
under a clump of btishea in the corner 
of tbe|feld. He was eorared by half 

a dozen^Bhut guns and ordered to come 
out. He protested his innocence, and 
claimed he was not tbe man wanted, 
and S3id he had left him concealed in 
the field only a few minutes before. 
Howevar, he was landed in jail, and 
witnesses to the shooting were se- 
cured, who identified him as the man 
who murdered Murray Jones. Later 
he admitted havmg fired the fatal shot. 
He was taken before Judge Denis 
Dundon and nis examining trial 'Set 
for Monday morning 

The killing, of which Jones is ac- 
cused, occurred Tuesday afternoon 
about four o'cloclr, in Griflfith's woods, 
in the southeastern suburb of Paris, 
and was the result of a difficulty ;over 
a game of cards. A number of negoes 
were in the game, which was being 
played for money and according to eye 
witnesses to the affair, was entirely 
unprovoked on the part of the mur- 
dered man. 

The victim, it is said, took the place 
of Jones, who had retired from the 
game, and was playing cards with sev- 
eral companions. Jones, returning, 
demanded bis place but his remarks 
were not heeded, and without warning 
he fired the contents of a shotgun into 
the side of his victini,|who was kneel- 
ing on the ground. 

After the shooting the gun wasi 
handed to a man who took it to the 
home of Betty Scott, in Claysville, 
who was told to sell it and keep the 
proceeds. SThe negro who did the 
shooting left the seane with Iria com- 
panions. 

The charge from the gun took 
effect in the groin of the victim, and 
when found was helpless. He 
Euffering intense pain, but 
officers a description of the 
fired tbe shot. The injured 
removed to the home of 
woman in Claysville where he 
Tuesday evening about 6 o'clock. 

It is said the negro murderer had 
previously killed a man at a construe 
tion camp on the L. and,N. He is well 
known in police circles, having been 
arrested recently after a desperate 
fight witli^Patrolman Fred Link, du 
ring which tbe officer used hia club 
freely infan effort to subdue him. 
I Coroner Rudolph Davis will ^bold an 
inquest tomorrow morning, and 
number of witnesses having been ani 
raoned who were eye-witneisef to the 
affair. The remains of the nego were 
buried in tha Paris eoleved eemetery 
yestexday flMwning. 

Paris Boy Killed by Train. 

Elmer Smith, of this city, aged 18 
years, was killed at Butler at 2 o'clock 
Taeadaj morning when he fell beneath 
the wheels of *a freight train which 
it is believed he attemped to board. 
The news of his death reached his 
family in this city Tuesday morning. 

Smith, who was the son of Mrs. Ida 
Smith, resided on Fifteenth street, in 
this city, ^had been employed with a 
section crew on the Louisivlle & Nash- 
ville railroad, was ep route to Coving- 
ton to visit relatives and v;ith a view 
of Eecuring employment for the win- 
ter. At Butler he alighted from the 
train and was not seen again until bis 
mangled remains were found by a 
switchman. 

j^It is the opinion that in attempting 
to board the train he fell beneath the 
wheels and was ground to death. His 
brother, George Smith, an engineer on 
the L. & N., was notified of the acci- 
dent, and the family went to Coving- 
ton Tuesday night, where the remains 
had been taken tu the home of a 
brother residing in tb^t city. " - -

Rhinoceroses, leopards, wild dogs and 
other soMdl game are to be met, and 
deer are abundant, but there are no 
aatdope or goats.

Further evidence of how the multi- 
millionaire woolen trust . magnates 
"protect" their emnloyees in return 
for sufficient'protection to allow them 
to overcharge 90,000,000 American con- 
sumers on every article of clothing 
they boy, is revealed in the arrest in 
Lawrence, Mass., of William M. Wood, 
head of the woolen trust. 

Mr. Wood is charged with plaemg 
dynamite in the homes of his $5, $6 
and $7 a week foreign millwurkers in 
an attempt to discredit their cause 
while they were on a strike last winter 
as a protest agalnat a reduction of 
their wagea. 

Mr. Wood's arrest is worthy of the 
attention of every man. woman and 
child in the country who wears woolens 
Beeaose of the fhet that Mr. Wood and 
his fellow woolen trust magnates con- 
trioute heavily to] Republican : cam- 
paign funds. Congress has baan in the 
habit of placing the tarilf on woolens 
high enough to keep out all competition 
so that the wlooen trust could be free 
to charge any price they desired, up to 
the limit of the ability of the people 
to pay. The result is that Americans 
are naying from thirty, to one hun- 
dred pet cent, more If or wooleh cloth- 
ing and blankets than the raaidents 
of Great Britain pay. 

The story of the career of Mr. Wood 
nrovides a curious paradox. He is the 
oupressor of IbO.OOO miserable New 
England textile^aorkers. A few years 
ago'.he was one of them. In his youth 
he felt^the sting of hunger himself, 
but now he is so pitiless in his thnfthts 
of his employees. He[.has grown enor- 
mously rich, but declares that from $4 
to $9 a wek is enough for those who 
labor in his mills. 

It is said of many captains of indus- 
try that thev^re ignorant of the con- 
ditions of the workeo who earn their 
fortunes for them ; that if they knew 
the disress of their employees they 
would seek to remedy it. Not so with 
Wood. He knows. Th^r distress he 
sees. Their cries he hears. 

Wood's father was a Portugese-Jew 
emigrant. He abored in a oottoo mill 
and died of tuberculosis, a disease com 
mon to cotton and wool soinners. The 
father's name is believed to have been 
Alplhonse LeHair, or LeVair. 

When the woolen mills employees, 
which are composed of 42 different na- 
tionalities, must of «wliom cannot 
speak in English, went on strike the 
father-; and irothtrs decided to send 
their babes and little children away |to 
friends that they might not suffer from 
hunger during the strike. Mr. Wood's 
agents beat the women, and tore their 
little ones from their amthers' arms 
when the children were about to be 
placed on trains. Thus did Mr. Wood 
"protect" his employees. 

Are the American people willing to 
continue to contribute to. Mr. Wood by 
paying more for shoddy than fgood 
woolen clothing sells for in Englanc? 
Or do they want the tarifiif on woolens 
reduced? There is only one day every 
two years.when the consumers have 
an opportunity to express themselves 
nn this subject. That iday eomes on 
November 5.

WiboB and Tariff. 

Governor Wilson has'indicated in the 
soeeches he has made thus far in the 
caaqraign that be attaches a great deal 
of importance to the question of the 
tarift as it affects farmers. The Dem- 
ocratic candidate pot this whole ques- 
tion into a nut shell when he said: 

"The farmer does not derive any 
benefits from the tar i IT when he goes 
to market to sell his product, but on 
everything the farmer buys there is 
an articfiially high price, dua to the 
tariff tax." 

Highfprotectionsis in Congress have 
for many years deceivd the farmers 
into believing tbat.because the tariff 
is kept on wheat and com the com is 
necessarly benefitted thereby. That 
this is false logic is apparent to any 
student of Araer can mport and export 
statistics. This country produces 
more wheat and corn than the Ameri- 
can people conume, which obviously 
makes it impossble for any foreign 
country to sell 'wheat or com here. 
Europe, which is fthe [^great market 
for surplus American''grain, uses all 
the grain prodoeed there for home 
consumotion, and in addition, the Eu- 
ropean countries have to send oyer 
here for more. If there were no tariff 
at all on gain, therefore, the Ameri- 
can farmer would not be mentioned 
by the possibilityrof foreign competi- 
tion, for the reason tliat. foieigners 
have no grain to sell. 

But the (luestion ia vastly different 
with the farmer when be comes to 
buy the tools, machinery, clothing and 
other ne^-essities of ilfe. , He finds 
every article that he uses in proucding 
his crops taxed higher and higher, on> 
til, as Govenor Wilson says, "it is get- 
ting next to impossible for the Ameri- 
can farmer to make a legitiamte 
profit." The farmers' implements, 
their smaller tools, household aticles, 
Icmiber, and harvesting* maehinanr 
has steadily risen^i price. 

That this rise has been due to artifi- 
cial causes is proven by the fact that 
the identical articles usedS by the 
American farmer are sold abroad for 
from 25 to 40 per cent less.

Cairo, Egypt — Another sphinx, 
weighing ninety tons, and canred from 

a single block of alabaster, has been 
unearthed at a point between the 
world-famed Colossi, on the water- 
logged plains of Memphis, in Egypt. 
For hundreds of yean it has lain in a 
recumbent position buried beneath the 
i sands on the road to Sakkareh. To- 
i day it is half-exposed to view, and 
next year it is to be raised to a verti- 
cal position above the water-line. 

'This newly found sphinx was betray- 
ed in its hiding place by its tall, which 
Mr. :Mackay, one of the students of the 
British School In Egypt, discovered 
about a year ago. This year, when 
the water on the plain subsided, the 
complete figure was excavated, and 
was found to measure some fourteen 
feet in height and twenty-six feet in 
length. Alabaster being a rock foreign 
to the neighborhood, the new sphinx 
ranks as tbar largest that has erer 
been tranBi>orted. The figure bears no 
Inscription, but is considered by Prof. 
Flinders Petrie, the director of the 
British School In Egypt, to have been 
carved about 1300 B. C. Many other 
remarkable dlscoYeries, taking the 
mind back as far as 5500 B. C, and 
lifting the veil of centuries from 
Egypt's romantic story, have also been 
made by the same school, and, with 
the ezcepticA of a red granite group 
of Barneses n and the god Ptah, which 
will be sent direct to the Ny Carlsberg 
Museum at Copenhagen, and a few 
other details, are now on exhibition at 
University College, Oower street They 
include many objects quite new to 
Egyptologists. 

Among these are coffins made of 
basket work, reeds or withes, sandal 
trays, an axe handle, in which the grip 
is composed of delicately knotted 
string, a pot of unbumt incense for a 
'llreH>llering of 4000 B. C. and numer- 
ous pieces of timber, showing by their

formation the principles of building 
construction that w«ra In TOgue nearly 
6000 years B. C. 
The graves of the early Egyptians 

were always well provided with such 
necessaries as were thought essential 
for the spirit of the departed when it 
again materialised. Consequently, the 
relics from Tatkhan Include headrests 
(some of them carv«d out of trees 
trained specially into peculiar shapes), 
sandals, large jars of food, and various 
vessels of gypsum and semi-transpar- 
ent alabastar. Some of the vases bear 
the name of Mena, tlie earliest known 
Egyptian king. They are considered 
by some experts to be a tribute corre- 
sponding to the modern floral wreath. 

Evidence is also provided of the lack 
of liistorical sentiment in the Roman 
occupants of Egjrpt by numerous exam- 
ples of inscribed Egyptian tablets that 
have been used as hearth stones, door 
lintels, and mill stones. There Is also 
ample evidence of the belief that sac- 
ril^e among the tombs was more com-

"The pasture conditions continue 
splendid, a condition of 99.6 per cent 
is reported, as does the condition of 
gardens, which ia 95.71perc ent.

New Law. 



Now that sehool has begun and re- 
newed interest is being taken all over 
the county by tne people to aid in 
every way to make the schools of the 
county as near perfect as possible, it 
is not oat of the way to give the fol- 
lowing extract from the new school 
law.

Aaj anch vanat or guardian 
who ahall make a falaa ttaCenMnt con* 
earning the age of aueh child shall be 
fined in the sum not exceeding fifty 
dollars, or by imprisonment in the 
' county jail not exceeding thirty days, 
or both so fined and imprisoned. Any 
parent or guardian failing to comply 
with the provisions of the law shall 
forfeit to the use of the school within 
j llie district a sum not less than twenty 
j dollars for the first offense, nor les3 
I than ten dollars nor more than twenty 
dollars for second and every subse- 
quent offense, and cost of suit.

NSECT D0IN6 CONSIOIRABLE DAMAGE 

TO PEAR ORCHARDS IN EASTERN STATES 



Productiveness of Many Trees ki Fruit Growing Sections Has 
Been Greatly Reduced by Thrips, a New Pest—Most Effec- 
ts Control Is Spraying.

For a Bvmber o( jmn pear blos- 
soms in orchards in tbe state of New 
York and other parts of the eut liaye 

blighted, resulting In more or laH ex- 
cnsive losses in fruit yields. 

Careful studies during the past 
year haye ahown that the injury is 
cauaed by the pear thripe, a new 
orchard pest, which has attracted con- 
siderable attention in recent years in 
California because of its destructive- 
ness to various leciduous fruits. 

The adult thripa, which is largely 
responsible for the injuries to the 
trees, is a small, darkish bh>wn. J 
winged insect measuring about one- 
twentieth of an Inch In length. It ap- 
pears in destractiTe numbers when 
the buds are openlnSp attacking the 
tendersst of the flow«r parts. The 
eggs are mostly deposited beneath the 
epidermis of the blossom and fruit 
stems. Hatching takes place within a 
few days, and the larvae seek prefer- 
ably tbe calyx cups, undersides of 
calyces, and the folds or under sur- 
faces of the tender, expanding leares. 
The larvae feed for about two weeks 
and drop to the ground, In which they 
form a protecting cell. In this cell 
the insect completes its transforma- 
tioas and em et g e s from the ground in 
4he spring ss an adult The thrips Is 
single brooded; and the most actiye 
and destmctive stages are coincident 
with the period that includes the life 
events of the swelling and opening of 
the buds and dropping of blossoms 
and calyces. 

Injules by the thrips la the Hudson 
▼alley have apparently occurred over 
a period of five years. During the 
past three years fruitgrowers gener- 
ally have noticed blighting of blossom 
clusters of pear trees, although the

cultivation, fertilizers, pruning and 
spraying for other insects and dis* 

eases should be carefully considered 

In order that the most favorable con- 
ditions for recovery to health and 
productiveness may be afforded to- 
the trees. 

The thrips is a difficult pest to com- 
bat because of the nature and sudden- 
ness of its attacks. Spraying is the 
most efBcient method of control. The 
period for effective spraying is during 
the time when the buds are breaking 
and until thay are entirely opened at 
the tips. The most promising spray- 
ing mixtures are the nicotine prep- 
arations In combination with kerosene 
emulsion or soap. Two or three ap- 
plications on successive days during 
the past year largely prevented im- 
portant injuries to pear trees. The 
physical features of the locations of 
the orchards, such as the direction 
and elevation of the slopes of the land, 
and character of the soil, have a 
marked influence on the development 
of the buds and the time of blossom- 
ing. The time for effective spraying 
will therefore vary with Individual 
orchards.

statements of fruitgrowers the most 
severe attack of the thrips occurred 
during 1910, when the pear crop in 
many orchards was much reduced. 
Besides losses in yields the trees were 
seriously ciiacked by injuries to leaf 
I ImAi and leaf ehwteni; and in tome 
I orchards the season was much ad- 
' vanced before the trees presented nor- 
' mal conditions of growth. The pro- 
! ductiveness of pear orchards during 
1911 was greater than the preceding 
I year, but WIgliting of Uoaaom cinatera 
I was general and ordiarda aulTered 
I losses In yields according to the sever- 
, ity of the attacks by the thrips. 

Severe attacks by the thrips are a 
; serious drain on the vitality and pro- 
ductiveneaa of the treea. In their 
weakanad atafea thejr are alao more 
aubjeet to InSuries by adyerse weather 
or environment, and to attacks by 



Fruit growing offers many rewards i 
in the way of great possibilities to i 
those who get the most out of it. The 
earefnl plantar and the liberal feeder 
and culturist, as a rule, gets what he 
is working for. 

In all kinds of fruit culture great 
crops are possible when the circum- i 
stances are created to produce them. 
A well-cared for strawl>erry planta- 
tion, says a writer in Green Fruit 
Grower, often yields wonderful 
suits; and the same can be said of 
raspberries, currants, gooseberries, 
etc., and yet it is not best to engage 
in fruit culture with that aa an incen- 
tive. Figure on a fair crop, and if 
you get a large one, so much the bet^ 
ter. 1 would not be understood to dis- 
courage aiming high — not by any 
means — simply to caution tthe inexpe- 
rienced against building on these ez- 
captlon a l yiaMa. 

Do not plant too closely, and giye 
what you plant close attention. We 
know a man who may not be termed 
a model fruit grower, yet this man 
makes the most of what he haa» and 
is successful. 

Good yarietiea, good plants, suitable 
ground, and proper care will produce 
fine fruit. Economy is very essen- 
tial to success, and yet one ::. .:^t not 
be penny wise and pound foolish. 
Thwe must ba thorooi^ work done, 
and planta muat not be crowded. It 
takes some thought to know just how 
much work and money to bestow 
upon a crop to make the most possi- 
ble profit from it. 

It is difficult for the inexperienced 
to reallie the great yalue of experi- 
ence in fruit growing. After one has 
traveled the road he can see the 
value. To those who are about to es- 
tablish themselves in this interesting 
industry, I would say to go slov at 
first; make small beginnings; gain 
your knowledge as you go on; study 
your location and soil so that you will 
know better than any one just what

E. J. Delwiche of the Wisconsin sta- 
tion makes the following recommend- 
ations regarding the storage of roots 
for feeding purposes: 

The heat place to atoro roota la in 
a root cdlar near irhere they are to 
be fed. Such a cellar may be a part 
of a barn, basement, or it may be 
built conveniently near to the stocli 
bam. In most places the root house 
can be bollt SMWt eooaoaBleally of con- 
crete. OrdinarUyoement la the oaly ma- 
terial that haa to be pvrehaaed. The 
gravel and sand are usually available 
at no great distance on most farms. 
While the temperature In a root house 
shoold new fall to the treesinc point, 
it sboeM beat a law yolHt far beat re- 
sults In keeping loeta. 

When no cellar to aTallable. roots 
may be stored in pits. For fall and 
early winter feeding they need not be 
oorered to any great depth. The roots 
are pat la conical pile about tour 
feet In diameter on a bed of eiean 
rTaw. then covered with a layer of 
two inches of long straw. Clean rye 
straw is preferred for this purpose. 
'Hie atraw at the apex of the pile is 



made to form a chimney five or six 
inches in diameter for ventilation. 
Dirt is thrown on the pile to a depth 
of six inches. The roots are piled 
aa high aa poaalhle ao aa to ahed wa- 
ter. Wlien wanted for feeding the 
whole pit is talcen into the bam at 
once. For early winter feeding the 
layer of dirt should be thiclter, and In 
addition a covering of straw ahoold be 
placed over the whole pile. 

The iUa^ltaatlca ahowa a pit intend- 
ed to ramaia orer winter. This pro- 
vides for two layers of straw and two 
of earth. A ventilator made of four- 
inch boards is placed at the apex. 
When aevere freezing weather acta in, 
the TentUator to ataflad tightiy with 
fine hay. la aaeh a pit roota will 
keep without freeiing eren in the 
coldest winters. If desired, the piles 
may be made oblong instead of conical 
in shape, retaining the gable form. 
While pita do Tory well, ao far aa 
keeping the roota to concerned, ft mnat 
be underatood that they are but make- 
shifts at best A root house which is 
accessible at all times is much more 
satisfactory and more economical.

Empire Builder's Memorial 
Erected on Lkm Preserve. 



Table Mountain In South Africa Is 
Whor* the etraetur* It MIt— 

Beautiful View Is Obtalnod 
From Spot — Made Road. 

London.— Tha memorial erected to 
Cecil Rliodei on- the gtopea of Table 
Mountaia is boUi ■wgatlkant and fit- 
ting. 

The site was always a favorite one 
with Rhodes, who belioTed that the 
view from the eastern spars of the 

mountain excelled any other prospect 
In the world for beauty. He made a 
broad road to it and placed a seat 
there. From it a very fine view is ob- 
tained of Table Bay in the Atlantic to 
the north and of Fake Bay in the In- 
dian Ocean to the south, as well as 
the Cape Flats and the distant moun- 
tain ranges stretching for a hundred 
miles to the east and north. 

Not far from this seat it was his in- 
tention at one time to build a great 
temple, as he called It, the object of 
which was twofold. He Intended to 
make a huge enclosure for his lions, 
tliat they might be housed -with the 
greatest possible freedom and amid 
natural ^nd beautiful surroundings. 
The idea in his mind was that the 
lions, enjoying a large range of liberty 
and magnificently housed, would at- 
tract people to the mountainside, 
where art and nature together at 
their best must lift them oat of them- 
selves and Inspfra them lofty 
thoughts. 

Remembering that such had been 
Rhodes' imaginings on the mountain 
side, the memorial committee decided 
that the best fbrm tor the monument 
would be a temple dedicated to him- 
self. 

The monument has been built of the 
granite which forms the natural base 
of Table Mountain and has been work- 
ed to a texture which is not so fine as 
to bo out of scale or harmony with its 
mountainous surroundings. 

In front of the monument is the 
Statue ''Physical Energy," by F. Watts, 
R. A., representing a man reining in 
his horse after some great deed and 
scanning the future for his next 
aehievement It was not designed by

Watts especially for Rhodes or hfs 
monument, but was presented as a 

! gift to South Africa out of admiration 
for the genius of Cecil Rhodes. 
Suggestions were made to place it 

I elsewhere. But it was Rhodes' dream 
to make the Cape Peninsula the cen- 
ter of art and beauty in South Africa. 
It seemed natural, therefore, that this 
gift of the greatest of English artists 
should be placed in Rhodes' monument 
on Table Mountain. 

The eight lions, four on either side 
of the long flight of steps leading up 
to the portico, are the worlc of tbe 
late J. M. Swan, R. A.

Short Illness. 

'After an illness of only a few days. 
Green K. Keller, editor of the Carlisle 
Mercury, and Representative in the 
State Legislature trom the Nicholas- 
Robertson District, died iat his |home 
in Carlisle, Wednesday evening, at 
6:30 o'clock. He was one of the best 
knownjnewspaper men' in^this section 
of the State. Mr. Keller was stricken 
suddenly ill Tuesday afternoon. He 
was soon in a serious condition nad^is 
physician and relatives had no heme of 
his recovery from the start. 

Mr. Keller was born in Harrison 
county on May 7. 1845. He was the 
son of Noah and Elizabeth Keller and 
received his edcoation in the common 
schools fo the eoonty. For a nnmber 
of years be was a resident of Paris 
and was identified with the newspaper 
business. He represented Bourbon 
county in the Legislature daring the 
first admiistration of Governor James 
B. McCreary thirty-six years ago, and 
has been the Clerk of that body sev- 
eral times since. Last year he was 
elected as representative from 
Nicholas-Robertson District. 

Mr. Keller was the founder of the 
Cynthiana Democrat, which he subse- 
quently sold and embarked in th news- 
paper business in Paris. His first ven- 
ture here was Saturday Night, pub- 
lished first in 1876. Later he was en- 
gaged in the publication of a newsoa- 
per and in partnership with the lateW. 
A. Johnson. 

Mr. Keller, in connection with the 
late J. M. McCann in 1876 edited and 
published a nistory of Paris, which 
contained many interesting sketches 
of the early history of the city, and a 
copy of which is still preserved In the 
News office. In 1882 Mr. Keller poi- 
chased tba Ourlisle Mercuiy whiek te 
has owned and published aver linea. 

At the outbreak of the avil War the 
sympathies of Mr. Keller went to the 
Southland. In Seotember. 1862. he 
enlisted in Company C. Fifth Ken- 
tucky Cavalry, the company being 
formed by Capt. Harry Bedford. |He 
was in the brigade of Gen. Buford, 
but was later transferred to the com- 
mand of General John H. Morgan. 
Being brave and fearless he was al- 
ways at the front in all of the engage- 
ments in which his command partici- 
pated. He followed his leader through 
Kentucky, Indiana and Ohio, and was 
taken a prisoner at Buffington s Island 
where the command, overwhelmed by 
VI n ion troops, aurrendereo after one of 
the most daring raids in the history «f 
the struggle. 

With his comrades, Mr. Keller was 
confined in a Northern prison for a pe- 
riod of fourteen months. Following 
the close of the war he returned to 
his native State. He has always 
been prominently identified with the 
interests of the Confederate Veter- 
ans and did much toward the eatahlish- 
iment of the Confederate Boase at 
Pewee Valley, and was also promi- 
nent la the effort! to seeora a pension 
for the aged ez-eanfedaratai. 

Mr. Keller was the Demoeratie nom- 
inee in the Third District in 1897 and 
was a candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for State Auditor before 
the Music Hall Convention in 1899. 
In 1870 he married Miss Fannie Hol- 
ton, of Mason county. He was a mem- 
ber of^Daugherty Lodge No. 65, F, 
and A. M., and of the Christian 
Church. The funeral services will be 
held at the home on Main street Fri- 
day morning at 10 :30]o'clock, and the 
Masons and^Confederate Veterans will 
have a promi nent part m the services. 

He was the only surviving son of 
Mrs.^EIizabeth Smith, of Cynthiana, 
who is eighty-seven years of age, and 
who was at his bedside when the end 
came. Two sons— Mr. Stanley Keller, 
of Carlisle, and Dr. Harvey Keller, of 
Louisville, also survive.
